The Song of Liberty was the first 
real n.-itlonal party In this country. 
Its organization was the outcome of 
the obnoxious Stamp Act which Eng- 
land ptaMd «p<m tb* coloiiiit(S In 
17 94. Wkefl tfili act was proposed, 
loose secret orKanlzationa, pliletly of 
worklngmen, were formed In various 
Colonies for united resistance. Col- 
onel Isaac Parre, in a speech in Par- 
llamient in 176.', used the phrase 
"8oM of Liberty," which wm at 
one* adopted by tliMo todottoa. 

The Sons nf Liberty sprunR up al- 
most Iniiucdiatcly In all sections of 
the colonies. nltluniBli no central 
orKanizatlon existed, but the Sons of 
Liberty in tho NnT TttrtI colony de- 
veloped the pioet atfongtli. It waa 
In that eblenjr that the flrat organi- 
zation was effected. Songg helped 
materially in the recFuiting of the 
fiinki'. "He of the most popular hav- 
ing been written by John Diclcinson, 
whieh atarted: 

"Co!iie join hand la hand, Aaori* 

luns ail, 

And rouse your bold heart at Liber- 
ty's call." 

KranclKs ol tlic Schh ol Liuer*y 
■were ev.^ntually in operation In all 
ttie colonies from New. Hampshire to 
Soatib Carolina and while ther per- 
fonned a most important worit in 
the early stages of the Revolution, 
their members, a.s a general tliluK. 
were composed of men of a lower 
i^oclnl class than the final leaders in 
the conflict. Barring Samuel Chase, 
of lUrjrland, aearcely one of them 
made a place tor hlaMOlf. 

Samuel Adama seems to have 
been in close touch with tln' organi- 
zaticu in Boston and joined in the 
invit;ili()n ot .Tolm Adaius to attend 
their nieelinKs. The latter drew up 
several i)apcrs for tliem and in his 
diary he left a description of a visit 
to thetrylaee of meettac in Hanover 
>q«are. 

Tlie Sons of Liberty in different 
rnninninitle.'-., erected "liberty poles." 
At I'liividi nee, U. I., they resolved: 
• \\ <• do. therefore, In the name and 
behalf of all true Bona of Liberty in 
AmeHea. Great Britatn. Cenka, or 
wbereaoever they are dlaperaed 
tbronghont the world, dedleate and 

I'olemnly devote tblf tree tO b* a 
Trje of Liberty." 

Vheir pole ill the square at New 
York was cut down four times by 
the King's troops, but they purchas- 
ed a plot of croand and then tri- 
un^hantly erected a .tftli. When a 
Uwyland patrtot'a lionae was burn- 
ed, the Sons of Liberty rebuilt it. 

As a kindred association, the 
Daughters of Liberty came Into ex- 
istence. They usually assembled to 
knit or 8fw.. daHnf the afternoon 
and to eer^ ta^'to tM Imui of Ul»- 
erty who eame la' the eTealng . They 
Invartably blended their Totcea in 
liberty songs, one of the moat popu- 
lar being one credited to Tbovaa 
PalM. «M«b bagaa;

When Aadr«ll( Oliver, of Maasa- 
chnaetta, aftdorlMi to dMrltate the 
BtMifa in ~~BoitM,^oa A«t«at 14. 
1765, he was hanged in effigy on the 
"liberty tree," a large elm that 
served as a rallying place for the 
Sons of Liberty of Roston. The out- 
come was that Oliver publicly signed 
a pledge not to act as atamp dl*- 
trtbater. Mt thla dM not apare him, 
•if . tlM day «r tka aHning of 
iHifllament, in Pee—bw, he wa* 

compelled to march to tlir liberty 
tree and take an oath that he would 

not attempt to Mtlaet the atanv 

duties. 

Similar instances occurred in all 
the oolonlea. In Conaecttcnt Israel 
PntMa «alM tm Ottvamor fiteb to 
let htm know the teellag of the peo- 
ple, and to waHi him that if he re- 
fused admittance to the Sons of Lib 
erty, they would destroy the stamps

iBgevaoll, one of the atanp col 
leetora, *tt«apt«d to Ignore the 
warning, bat ke waa aiet by a crowd 
at Wethersfleld, was compelled to 
sign the proffered resignation, and 
being escorted to Hartford, be read 
his resignation before the Assembly. 
The distributers In New .lersey, 
Maryland and Virginia reaigned, and 
at Philadelphia, Joba Haghea, a 
friend of Fraaklla, gave la kta rae- 
ignation at the demand of a mob 

When the 'Revolution came the 
Sons of Liberty were absorbed into 
the greater cause siul lost their 
identity, but their experience duriiiu; 
the ten years that preceded its start 
fitted them well for the determina 
tlon they displayed at the ontbreak

In the United States the, farmer 
ia an hnmble person; in Mexico he 
is a king of millionaires. Tou look 

owl across a level plain and you see 
a mapiiilicent house of gloiie, cen'ent 
and great timbers, covering. si):iie- 
tluies, as much as half an acre. Sur- 
rounding it are other honses, doi- 
ens of them, bttt all small, con< 
stmcted of adobe, -0t1<i1^*or even of 
cane stalks. You are not lookiup at 
a town, but at a ranch settlement 
In the great . liouse — which costs 
many times more than all the little 
houses put together — live the hac 
iendado and hia family. In the lit 
tie houses live the peons. 

The typical farm in Mexico is not 
of 160 acres, but of a million. In 
the State of .Morelos 2*^ haciendado.* 
own all the apricultura! lands: 12 
own nine-tenths of it. The Territo- 
ry of Quintano Roo, douole the sise 
of Maaaaehasetts, la divided amw 
eight companies. The greater por- 
tion of the State ot Yucatan is held 
by 30 men — kings of sisal hemp. A 
major i)ortion of the a.crlcultural 
and grazitiK lands of Chihuahua are 
owned by one family. Lower Cali- 
fornia, equal in slu to Alabama, is 
nearly all bold by Ivo great eorpo- 
rations. 

The 1,000,000-acre farms Me 
mostly fallow. While naturally a 
rich, agricultural country, Mexico 
does not produce even enough corn 
and beaus to feed her own peon pop- 
ulation. Modem maehlnery is 
needed, but modem maehlnery will 
never be aaed extensively so long us 
the peon is so cheap that primitive 
methods ar,> clieapi i tlian machine 
metliods. — [World Dutlook.
